The Artick, 
the C ſtiuall tropicke, the Cquinoctiall. The 
Artictick circle is euen the greateſt ofal thoſe 
circles, hat we hauetontinually in fight; he 
ſcarcely toucheth the Vo21zon in one point, 
and is altogether pꝛeuented aboue the carth. 
And all the ſtars that are included in this 
circle, neither rife no2 ſet, but a man ſhall e 
ſpy them all the night long kerpe their courſe 
round about the Pole. And that Circle in our 
habitation is dꝛawne of the further fote of 
Urſa matoꝛ. The C ſtiuall circle, moſt nozths 
ward of all the circles that be made of the 
Sunne, whom when the ſunne remoueth m- 
to, he returneth backe from his ſummers cir⸗ 
cnt, then is the longeſt day of all the ytere, £ 
the ſhoꝛteſt night: and after this ſummer re

29. The reaſon why that hue parallel circles 
are onely in the SP 1carc, 


Ire parallell circles alone, are wont to be 
deſcribed in the ſphcare, not becauſe there 

be no mo parallels then theſe in all the wozld. 
Foz the Sunne makcth cuerp dav one paral- 
ell circle, equally diſtant to the Cquinoctiall. 
(which may well be percemed ) wich the tur⸗ 
mng of the wozld: Inſomuch that 182 pas 
rallell circles are twice deſcribed of the ©un 
betweens the Tropickes, fo2 ſo many dapes 
arc within the two returnes, and all the ſtars 
are daily carricd withall, round about m the 
parallcil circles. Vowbeit cuery one of them 
cannot be ſet oui in the ſpheare. And though 
thep be pꝛontable (o2 diners thungs in Aftro- 
ogy , pet it is unpoſſible that the ſtarres 
may be delcribed in the ſpheare, without all 
| the 
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the parallell circles, o: that the magmtude of 
dates and nights may ve pꝛeciſely found out 
without the ſame parallcls, nt mas much 
as thev bee not deemed to bee ſo neceſſary fo 
the firſt introdud ion of Afrotogy, they are 
left out of the ſpeare. ut the 5.paralici! cix⸗ 
cles, foꝛ certaine ſpeciall mffrucio'1s are er- 
hibite.

And ſo of this diuiſion it follo weth, the day 
fo be of 1 5 equinoctiall houres, and the night 
of 9 equinoctiall houres long. And in the hos 
rizon of Rodes, the eſtiual tropike is ſo diui⸗ 
ded of the hoz1zon, that the whole circle being 
dimdedinto 18 parts, there thall appearc 29 
dunſions aboue the Yo213on, and 19 under 
the earth, by which diuiſion it appcarcth that 
the longeſt dap in the Nodes, hath but foure⸗ 
tene equinociall houres in it, and the night 
9 cquinoctial houres, with two halfe houres 
moꝛe beſide. The Equinoctial circle in cuery 
habitation is ſo iuſtly diuided in the midſt by 
the hoꝛizon, that the one halfe circle of it is a⸗ 
boue the earth, and the other halſe circle is vn 
derneath the carth. And this is the cauſe that 
the Equinodials happen alwapes in this cir⸗ 
ae. The B2umal tropike circle is ſo diuided 
of the hoꝛiſon that the le ſſex part ſhal be aboue 
the earth , 4 the greater part vnder the carth, 
and the vncquality of diuiſtons hath cucn 
like diuerſity in all climates, as it is ſuppo⸗ 
ſed to be in the E ſtiuall tropike circle, and by 
this meane the diuiſions of both the tropical 
circles be pꝛeciſely coꝛreſpondent cach to os 
ther. By reaſon whereof the longeſt day is 
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of one len th with the longeft night, and the 
ſhozteſt day equal! with the ſhoztclt night. 
The Antartike Circle cuerp whit, lieth hid 
under the Pozizon.

Oz al theſe ſpeeches it is not to be thought 

that there continue fue paralels alwates, 
but ſo many to bee imagined fo? our habita 
tions ſake : fo2 in ſome hoꝛriſons there ber 
but thꝛet parallels onely,and there be habita- 
tions on earth, where the Ciual tropike cars 
cle toucheth the hoꝛiſon, and euen ſoꝛ the tro 
pike circle is the ſecond taken, which 1s cal- 
led the habitation vnder the pole. The third 
habitation of whom wee ſpake a little befoze, 
which is named the habitation vnder the C- 
qumoctall. 
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3. Of the order of the five Parallel Circles. 

Ve oꝛder of the fine parallell Circles, 1s 

not every where the ſame, but in our ha⸗ 

bitation the firſt ſhall be called the Araike, 
the ſetond te C ſtiuall tropike, the third the 
Cqumorctial, the fourth the Bꝛumal, the fifth 
the Antaraike: but to them that dwell moze 
Nozth then we, ſometime the firſt is accoun 
ted as the Cſtiuall tropike, the ſecond as the 
arctike, the third as the cquinortial the fourth 
as the antararke, the fifth as the Z2umal tro 
pike: and becauſe the ardike circle is wider 
then the Equinociall, the ſaid oꝛder mull 
needs be obſcrued.

Tkcewiſe neither are the powers of the 
ſame fine parallell circles alike. F 02 the 

circle that is our eſtiuall tropike, is to them 
that dwell in a contrary habitation the bꝛu⸗ 
mall troptke. Contrariwile that which vnts 
them is the eſtiuall tropike circle, is the bzu 

mall tropike vn to vs. Eut ſuch as dwell vn 
der the Cquinoctiall,cuen the thꝛe circles be 
in power eſtiual tropikes vnto them. 7 mean 
them that dwell iuſt vnder the courſe of the 
Dunne:fo2 in conferringone to another, that 
which is the Equinoctiall with vs, ſhall be 
their Eſtiuall tropike Circle. And both the

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tropikes ſhall be Bzumals. ©s then the Eſti⸗ 
gall tropike circle map be ſaid by nature vm- 
nerſally all the woztd, once which is next to 
the habitation : Therefo:e vnto them that 
dwell vnder the Equinonial, the Cqumonial 
it ſelfe ſcructh foz the Cilwall tropike, as 
wherem the Dunne hath his courſe directly 
ouer their head , and all the patallell circles 
hal take the rome of the Tquinoanals, being 
diuided by equall diuiſions in the hoꝛizon. 
35+ Of the ſpace between the Parallels. 
Cither the ſpaces of the circles one from 
the other, doe remain the ſame thzough- 
out all habitations, but after the deſcription 
of the ſpheares, they are diſcuſſed on this 
ſozt. Let any Peridian be diuided into 60 
parts, the ard iłke ſhall be deſcribed from the 
pole 66 parts off. And the ſame on the other 
ſide (hal be 65 parts diſtant fromthe Clual, 
the Cqumoctiall ſhall be from either of the 
Poles 64 diuiſions off. The Bꝛumall tro- 
pike circle ſtandeth from the Antaratke 65 
parts off. Neither haue theſe circles the ſame 
diſtance betweene them in euery Zowne and 
| countrey. But the tropikes in euer declina 
tion ſhal haue euen like ſpace from the Cqui 
noctiall. Pet haue not the tropikes equall 


ſpacs from the artikes at cucry hoz1zon, but 
in

38. Of the Hotiz on. 


Ve Voꝛizon is a circle that dimdeth the 

part of the woꝛld ſeene, from the part that 
cannot be ſeen:ſo he dundeth the whole ſphere 
of the woꝛld into two parts, enen that he lea⸗ 
ueth the one halfe ſphere aboue the earth, and 
the other halfe ſphere vnderneath the earth: 
And there be two Yo2uons,one ſenfible,the 
other unagined by vnderſtanding. The ſens 
ſible Bo2130n1s that, which of our ſight is li⸗ 
mited at the vttermoſt of our knowing. 0 
that his Dwameter is not paſſing a thouſand 
furlongs cuen thꝛoughout. The 1021301 that 
is unagined by vnderſtanding, is loz the ſpe- 
culation of the ſphere of the fixed ſtarres and 
hee diuideth the whole wo2ld into two parts. 
Therefo:e there is not the ſame Wogizon 
thzoughont eucry habitation and towne, but 
to a mans witting, he remaineth the ſame foz 
tyc ſpace of foure hundzed furlongs almoſt. 
SO 
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So that the length of the dapes, the climate, 
and all the apparances remaine the ſame ſtill, 
but with the moꝛe number of furlongs : foz 
the diucrſity of the habitation, the Boz1zon, 
the clunate, yea, and all the apparances ſhall 
varv.©0o then the change and habitation muſt 
needs happen in going Southward o2 Nozth- 
ward, beyond foure hundzed furlongs. And 
they that dwell in one parallell, foz euery ex⸗ 
ceeding great number haue a new honzon, 
but they keepe the ſame climate, and all the 
apparances, likewiſe the beginnings and en- 
dings of dayes, change not at the ſelfe ſame 
time to all that dwell in the ſame parallell. 
But after very grad curiolity , the leaſt mo- 
uing in the wo2ld hither oz thither , euen foz 
cuery point the Hoꝛizon is changed, the Cli⸗ 
mat and the apparances doe vary. he Yo2v 
ſon in the ſpbezes is not after that manner de⸗ 
ſcxibed, foꝛ all the other circles are carried 
together from Caſt to weſt with the mouing 
of the wo? 1d, and the hoz1zon is ummoueable 
by his owne nature as long as he keepeth the 
ſame ſituation. And ſo if the hozizon were 
ſet out i (phcres when they ſhould be turned 
about, he might ſs happen to moue and ſome- 
time to be euer head , and that were a thing 
moſt inconuenient and fartheſt out of reaſon 
G 3 in 
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in ſphere matter, vet loꝛ all that, there may 
pee a place aſſigned foz the Yo2z1zon in the 
frame of the ſphere. 
39. Of the Meridian Circles, 
He Meridian is a Circle that gocth tho- 
row the Polcs of the woz2ld, and though 
the point that is iuſt oucr our head. In whom 
when the Sunne is come to, he cauſeth mid⸗ 
day, and mid night. And this circle is aiſoim- 
moucable in the Moꝛld, as long as the ſelfe⸗ 
ſame ſituation is kept in all mouing ok the 
Wold. Neither is this Circle dzawne in a 
ſphere that be painted with ſtarres , becauſe 
he is immouable, and receiucth no mutation. 
But to mans tonicuure by wit foz thꝛet hun- 
dꝛed furlonas almoſt , the Beridian abideth 
the lamic: but alter a moꝛe exact imagination, 
foꝛ euery ſtep tither Caſt oz Uiclt, maketh 
another Meridian: but gor No2th oꝛ South 
tuen ten thouſand furlongs, and the ſame 
Meridian ſhall ſcruc.

He circle of Galaxias is obliquealſo, and

PN the Countrey of Cicilia , as the worthy 

Coſmographer Pomponius Mcla rep93s 
teth, in the innermoll places, there is a Pꝛo⸗ 
uince of great renowne, foꝛ the diſcomfiture 
of the Perſians by Alexander and the flight of 
Darius, at that time hauing in it a famous 
City called 10s, whereof the E av is named 
the Bay of Iſſo, but now haumg not ſo much 
as a little 7 owne. far from thence lieth the 
Fozeland Amanoides, betweene the Rivers 
Piramus g Cydnus, Piramus being thengrer 
to 


— 
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to Iſſos, returneth by Mailon, Cydnus run 


neth out beyond thzongh Tarſus. Then 1s 
there a City poſſeſſed in old tune by the Rho- 
dians and Argiues, and afterward at the ap- 
pointment of Pompey talted Soloc by Pp» 
rates now Pompeyopole. 

Vard by, on a little hul, is the tombe of the 
Poet Aratus, wozthy to be ſpoken ot, becauſe 
it is vnknowne why ſtones that are caſt inta 
it doe leape about. Not farre from hence is 
the Towne of Corycos, enuironed witha 
narrow balke to the firme land. 

About it is a Caue named Corycus,of ſins 
gular nature, and farre moze excellent then 
may with caſe be deſcribed. Foꝛ gaping with 
a wide mouth, cuen immediately from the 
toppe it openeth the Hountaine butting vp- 
pon the Sca, which is of great height, as it 
were of tenne furlongs, then going derpe 
downe,and the farther the larger, it is groene 
round about with budding trees, and caſteth 
it ſelfe into a round vault on both ſides full 
of weds, ſo marucllous and beautifull, that 
at the firſt it amazcth the minds of them that 
come into it, and yet maketh them think they 
haue neuer ſeene cnough of it. There is but 
one going do lone into it, narrow and rough, 
of a mile and a halfe long, by pleaſant ſba⸗ 
dowes 
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dowes and conerts of woods, yolding a cer- 
taine rude noiſe, with Kiners trickling on 
either hand. Uhen pe come to the bottome, 
there againe opencth another Caue wozthp 
to be ſpoken of foz other things. It maketh 
the enterers into it afraid with the dinne of 
Timbꝛels, which raiſc a gaſlly and great rat- 
lng within. Afterward being a whue light⸗ 
ſome, and anon the farther ve gor, wearing 
darker, it leadeth ( ſuch as dare aduenturc) 
quite of taht, and carrieth them deepe as it 
were in a ine: where a mighty River ri 


ſing with a great bꝛeaſt, doth but onely ſhew 


it ſelfe, and when it hath guſhed violently a- 
while in a ſoꝛt charmell, Cncketh downe as 
gaine and it is no moze ſcene, Mum isa 
waſte ſpace , moze bozrible then that y 
man dare picrce into, and trercfoze it is vn 
knowne. It is altogether ſtatelp, and vn⸗ 
doubtedly holy, and both woz try and alſo 
belcrued to ber inbabited of C Dodds.

When there is a faire and clerre circle by the 
Pore, and that being ſharpe and bzight, it be⸗ 
tokeneth a faire and cleere aire, and i there be 
two oz th:ee rings about the Pone, it betoke- 
netha cold winter aire. 

When there is darkneſſe about it, it is a to⸗ 
ken ot a wmterly aire, which commeth ty2ouzh 
fFrong windes. And if it be black about it, then 
it is a token of ſuch like weather alſo. 

Wlhen the Pone ariſeth and ſhineth faire, it 
betakeneth faire weather: red, winde,blacke, 
rare. 

Likewiſe as the weather is on the third day 
after the new and full ne, ſo ſhall the wea 
ther be ten daves after moſt commonly. 

A ſudden and haſty raine,commecth alwayes 
from the winde that went beio2c. 

The greateſt winds be commonly in harucſt: 
Lhe ſudden comming of cold and heate, cont 
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There goeth commonly afoze thunder, great 

windes.
